The morning session of the meeting was set aside for 
naming of committees, discusston of various topicsprevious to the full 
meetings and general items of specfic interest..The Full meeting was 
begun after lunch, the meetings all being held in the Student Union 
Building of Purdue University. 


» Report om the IRCC Meeting, Lafayette, Indiana, October 6, 1957 


The first subject was the success of the ARRL convention held at 
Chicago over the Labor Day week end. It was stated that the final outcome 
depended ypon the ruling by the Internal Revenue Service as to whether 
entertainment tax Was to be assessed or not. The least the Convention 
would net would be $900.00 and the most, about $2000.00. It was brought 
out that all IRCC member club should attempt to get all possible ARRL 
members for the 9th Area and try to beat the Great Lakes Section who is

nearest the Central Section, : 


In a discussion on the VHF frequencies and the welcoming of the 
Technicians who are newly licensed, it was pointed out that it is far 
easire to get going on the 50 mc band than it is to get on the 144 me 
band. In Indiana, the 144 me band is mostly FM, due to the availability 
of ex-police gear, etc made available at a low cost to these in the 
northern parts of the State. Receivers for 50 mcs are much easier to 
get operating, since many use only a 274N receiver plus a simple con- 
verter. The transmitters are easier to get to work and use less tubes 
Since there is no need for high frequency multiplication. QRM, such as 
may be found on Ten or lower frequencies, is insignificant, or may be 
avoided by the choice of frequencies which are Q@RM free. More distance 
may be covered by 50 mc transmitter than may be on 144 except under 
unusual circumstances, and it was felt that this alone would make the 
use of 50mcs more attractive than higher bands where even faikry close 
amateurs might never be heard. In Marion County alone, over 75 hams 
use the 50 mc band and handle traffic as well as AREC and other types of 
amateur communications, Some TVI is experienced but the concensus of 
opinion was that any amateur worth his salt could overcome this with all 
the TVI aids given by ARRL people lately. One frequency for all is advocated 
to assure constant commtnications. W9KT and WOZHL, both of Terre Haute 
use 274N- BC457— transmitters as VFOs for 50mcs. It was emphasized that 
the Technicians of every area should be made welcome to the respective 
clubs and not left out as they are in so many arease 


A discussion followed regarding the BISON, and its possible discont- 
inuance pending the moving of the Editor, KN9IXD from Indianapolis, It 
was pointed out that originally, the free circulation had been some 
1500 copies, but that had to be stopped since there was no income to pay 
for hat many copies. With the $1.00 per year fee, the current listing is 
some 200 copies per month. By a show of hands, it was apparent that many 
of the elected delegates to the IRCC meeting were not subscribers, a 
situation truly to be deplored. The general feeling was that the BISON 
is needed for a statewide distribution on amateur news for Indiana hams, 
Art Evans, W9T@C asked that each club appoint someone to furnish news, 
both to him as SCM, and th the BISON editor. Art stated that Indiana has 
led all sections in the US for traffic reports and it was his hope this 

~~ would continue. The ARRL uses all reports and information sent to it by 
~~_SCMs ete to formulate the policies followéd by HDQTRS. Teh current list 
= 200 subscribers prevehts getting advertising to help carry the 
of publishing the BISON. Various means of increasing the list were 

scussed and it was finalized by asking all members clubs to appraoch 


the club members to-get ail possible to subscribe. 


The Seeretary them gage his report on the past years astivities- he 
stated that there were over 120 2-meter mobiles in the northern end of 
the state. Letters of application from the Bloomington Radio Club, which 
had been re-organized and from the Shelby County Amateur Radio Club were 
read, and approved for membership in the IRCC, 


Alvey Pittman, W9JJC gave his report on the IRCC Picnic held in June 
at Christian Park, Indianapolis- several TARS members attended this affair. 
Some 300 people were at the picnic, the award for the Outstanding Amateur 
in Indiana for 1956 was given to Frank Carroll, W9QYQ, the SEC for Ind., 
and the proceeds, over expenses amounted to about#37.77. 


Sketches of proposed emblems for the IRCC to use in various ways had 
been passed about to ohtain the opinion as to which most suited those 
present. A discussion ensued to determine how the emblem was to be 
used and by whom, The final vote was to let the Executive Board set the 


pblicy for the emblems usage. 


Henry Zimmerman, chairman of the Hoosier Courtesy Awards then made 
the report for the Committee- awards for W9s CC, CDW, QYQ, RTH, BQC, WIY 
and BUQ were recommended, One letter regarding K9CIH was referred to the 
meeting since this station was not known to the committee members. After 
soem discussion, it was agreed to award the certificate to K9CIH for her 
exemplary work on l44mcs during the past year. It was also voted to with- 
hola awards for the present time for out of state amateurs, md to set up 


a new committee to check into the processes used to give these awards 
in bhe future. W9TQC was gaked to serve as chairman, with WONTA, EQO, BKJ and 
MNO as memberse , 


At this time, W9MVZ, Chuck Rebegg the business editor of the BISON 
reported that $287.74 had been feceived towards the BISON expenses and 
that $208.23 had been spent. He aslo reported that the editor, KN9IXD 
might leave Indainapolis and that would necessitate a new editor, this 
to be decided when and if necessary. The editor mentioned that the min- 
eo machine she had been using would soon be unavailable and some means 
would have to be taken to get another. She also asked that all clubs 
contact their members to get more subscriptions and use the increase for 
advertising purposes. Shew as awarede a new CallBook for her services 
as the BISON editor. An amendment was offered that all controversial 
matter submitted to the editor be given to the IRCC Chairman for check- 
ing before using in the BISON. This was agreeable to all present. 


Frank Carroll, W9QYQ stated that his term as SEC for Indiana would 
soon expire, he was staying on to clear up the SET for the second week 
end in October. He thanked all for their assistance to him and mentioned 
his appreciation for the award given him as Outstanding amateur in Ind. 
for 1956. Lew Baker also mentioned that his term as SCM was about to end, 
and thanked all who had aided him for their generous efforts. He stated 
that he hoped all would do as well for Art Evans, W9TQC who was to act 
in his place for the next two years. Lew spoke about the Net Directory 
that had been assembled thorugh the efforts of several Indiana amateurs 
and printed by Butch, KN@IXD, BISON editor. The price of the dkrectory 
to. be 25 cents each. 


A discussion on the place to hold the 1958 IRCC Picnic was then 
held. After mentioning various spots, the Tippecanoe and Purdue clubs 
volunteered to have the Picnic held at Lafayette next summer, the date 
to be published at a latew date. 


The election for 1958 officers was then held. Results were: WOWTY, 
Jack Miller, Chairman; W9IHO, Bill Seibenmorgen, Vice-Chatrman; W9FJI, 
F. Sawyer, Secretary; Treasurer, W9CDW, Dale Wallace; Directors, 
WOCMT, S.L. Dixon, W9QYQ, Frank Carroll, WONTA, S. L. Baker, and W9OMVZ, 
Chuck Reberg.
